Washington, March 17—Without clot- 
ting an "I" or crossing a "T," even 
Without changing a single punctuation 
mark, the senate today voted to ratify 
the treaty with Colombia for the con- 
struction of the canal.

the ratification was 73 affirmative and 
five in the negative. 
The senate was 


In executive session when the result 
was announced, so that only the sen- 
ators themselves and confidential em- 
ployes were present. 
All 
senators 


announced themselves as gratified to 
have the long struggle terminated, but 
none of them manifested their appre- 
ciation by cheers or hand-clapping. 


The day was given up almost entire- 
ly to general debate on the treaty and 
In addition to set speeches made under 
the general agreement by Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Cullom, there were many short 
addresses and a rather long speech, by 
Mr. Daniel, of Virginia. 


The only party vote of the day was 


taken on the substitute for article 4, 
which was agreed upon by the demo- 
cratic caucus and had reference to the 
acquisition of territory 
in

South 
America 
by 
the 


United States. 
There were a number 


of speeches on this amendment uut 
it was voted down by almost two-thirds 
majority. 
When the senate adjourned 


at 7 o'clock there was a general be-

tute was voted down viva voce almost 
unanimously. 


It was now a few minutes past five 


and Mr. Morgan took th» floor to make 
the last of his long series of speeches 
in opposition to the treaty. 
In ac- 


cordance with the unanimous agree- 
ment he spake for an hour. 
In order 


to confine himself to time am] make 
the points he desired to make he hud 
prepared his speech in advance. 
He 


read deliberately, but in a firm voice, 
often digressing in order to emphasize 
a point. 
He stopped short at the ex- 


piration of his allotted time, whereupon 
Mr. Cullom, chairman of the commit- 
tee on foreign relations, took the floor. 
He read a speech from manuscript, 
presenting a carefully prepared and 
business like summary of reasons for 
ratifying the treaty and constructing 
the canal.

The first intimation the neighbors' 


had of the tragedy was this afternoon 
when the Strowbridge 
house 
was 


found to be on fire, and the woman 
was seen to set fire to another house 
across the street in which her daugh- 
ter lived and also to two 
barns 
in 


which were 18 head of 
cattle, 
and 


three horses. 
When a party of men 


attempted to break open the barn to 
release the animals, Mrs. Strowbridge, 
who was standing in 
front 
of her 


blazing home, brandishing a revolver, 
hred at them repeatedly. 


Several men made a rush, hoping to 


close with the mad woman and disarm 
her, but she held them at bay. 
Then 


she suddenly cut her throat, filled a 
pail of water at the well, 
thrust 
a 


quantity of hay and straw into 
it 


and placing the whole mass on her 
head, rushed into the blazing house 
in which her charied body and the 
bodies of her daughter 
and 
mothei 


were found afterwards. 


The three women lived a hermit life, 


working a farm like men and 
often 


wearing men's clothing. 
They were 


supposed to have been well-to-do. For 
several days, Mrs. Strowbridge 
has 


acted strangely, but her method of life 
was such that none of the nelghbois 
ever visited her. Several years ago 
the husband of Mrs. Strowbridge is 
snicl to have been di iven 
from 
the 


farm, after he had deeded the proper- 
ty to his daughter. He never dared 
to return and now is living with a 
brother in Potter.

science." 


The speaker told of the enactments 
against the church and went into detail 
about the Sufferings that ...e Irish 
went through.

alienable attachment to our church and 
unshaken devotion to thp great nation 
saint of our fatherland, we can ap-
